House Group to Report 
Navy Personnel Bill 


With receipt this week of a letter from 
the Navy Department urging enactment 


of legislation, H.R. 7160, which would 
suspend Navy and Marine Corps perma- 
nent promotions and forced attrition for 
the duration of the war, the House Naval 
Affairs Committee yesterday heard De 
partment witnesses on the bill and voted 
to report it without debate. 

At the same time Chairman Walsh, of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee in 
troduced as 8, 2592, a bill similar to H.R. 
7160, but embodying some amendments 
suggested by the Navy Department in its 
letter. Hearings by the Senate committee 
probably will begin next week. 

Several amendments were proposed by 
the Department to the bill, as described 
in the letter below and were adopted by 
the committee. 

One of these provides that officers al 
ready selected for retirement or honor 
able discharge on 30 June by reason of 
non-selection shall be discharged or re 
tired, even if the bill should become ef 
fective before that date. The bill, itself, 
provided that such retirement shall not

House Adopts Senate 
Allotment Schedules 


The House on Monady, 8 June, approved 
hy a voice vote legislation creating a sys 
tem of allotments and allowances for en 
listed men of the four lowest pay grades 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, 

Under consideration by the House was 
its own bill, H. R. 7119, but it was amend 
ed to provide the higher scales of allot 
ments and allowances voted by the Sen- 
ute the previous week. The House then 
substituted the Senate number, 8. 2467, 
and sent the bill to conference. 

A conference to iron out the two texts 
of S. 2467 was called yesterday. 

l’rincipal difference between the bill as 
passed by the Senate and as passed by 
the House wus failure of the latter to 
include in Title II of the bill a require 
ment that Selective Service must provide 
for induction of men by classes. The Sen 
ate is expected, under leadership of Sen 
ator Taft, of Ohio, to insist on retention 
of this title, a move in which they will 
have the support of Representative Ed- 
miston, of W. Va., author of the House 
measure, 

The sums provided in the bill are those 
voted by the Senate, and are higher than 
those originally reported to the House 
in H. R, 7119. The original House bill pro 
vided for deduction of $20 from the man’s 
pay ; the Senate deducts $22 a month. The 
House originally provided a government 
grant of $20 to the wife of a man, the 
Senate voted a $28 grant. The House pro 


vided $10 for the first child; the Senate |

Pay Bill, Effective on 
1 June, Sent to F.D.R. 


Congress this week completed action on 
the service pay bill, voted $50 a month 
for enlisted men of the seventh grade and 
$54 a month for men of the sixth grade, 
and insured that all rates in the bill will 
be effective from 1 June. 

Only approval of the measure by Pres 
ident Roosevelt is required to make the 
measure law, and of such approval there 
is little doubt. By the revised terms of 
the measure, regardless of when the bill 
is signed, service personnel will receive 
the increase as of 1 June. Thus, if 8. 
2025 is signed in July, on the last of that 
month personnel will receive the new 
rates of pay for July and also will get the 
difference, if any, between the pay actual- 
ly received in June and that they would 
have received if the bill had been law on 
1 June. 

Most service people will feel the effects 
of the bill immediately ; others may have 
to await technical rulings on various 
points in the law before the new sched- 
ules can be applied to their pay.

Second Conference Report 

On Monday, 8 June, the Senate received 
au compromise conference report, calling 
for $46 for seventh grade men and $52 
for sixth grade men, but rejected the re- 
port by a 58-20 vote, instructing its con- 
ferees to agree to the House’s $50 and 
$4 rates. 

On Tuesday, 9 June, the conferees, in 
conformity with the instructions of the 
House and Senate, submitted a new re 
port, 

This report was adopted by the House 
on Wednesday, 10 June, by a 363-0 vote. 

The Senate concurred in the report on 
Thursday, 11 June, by a 69-0 vote. 

The bill was then engrossed for perma 
nent filing, signed by the Speaker and the 
Vice President, and sent to the White 
House, 

Changes in Bill 

Aside from the question of effective 
date of the act, and the new rates for the 
two lowest enlisted grades, the bill con 
tains only two changes from the first con 
ference report submitted, One of these 
was the restoration of the paragraph in 
Sec. 15 which provides for retired pay of 
75 per cent of their active duty pay for 
World War officers who were separated 
from the service through Class B pro- 
ceedings. The other was a minor tech- 
nical amendment covering the travel al 
lowances for midshipmen and cadets. 

The full text of the measure as sent to 
the President will be found on page 1145 
of this issue. Unless the President ve 
toes the bill, this is the form of 8, 2025 
which will become permanent law. 

It will be recalled that the House 
passed 8. 2025 with many amendments; 
the principal ones being to vote $50 and 
$54 for the two lowest grades and to 
make the bill temporary, to remain in 
force only during the period of the war. 
Conferees reached agreement on the two 
versions of the bill and brought back to 
the House a permanent bill, with most of 
the House amendments accepted, but

newly-created, much discussed Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps, it was signifi- 
cant that editors throughout the nation were accepting entrance of women—other 
than nurses—into Army service with a minimum of criticism. Editorial comments 
in the main, praised the creation of the WAAC and saw in it much useful service. 
“Something besides wearing a trig uniform and looking smart in parades is in 
store for those who join the Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps for the duration of the 
war,” says the Schenectady, N. Y., Union Star, which continues; “They are going 
to make themselves generally useful wherever there is war work to be done, from 
baking in the cook shacks to taking the general’s dictation in headquarters. They 
are destined to go anywhere in the world, and anybody who is squeamish about 
taking risks would better not enlist. Army discipline will be maintained,” the Union 
Star informs, “The prospect is nothing to dazzle the socially ambitious. Evenings, 
they are warned will not be spent flirting with officers. The WAACs, it is promised, 


will be too tired 


by night to go dancing.”

is eager to get to sea or to work at a 
shore station.” 

Twice a week the students are taken 
in buses to outlying activities, including 
the New York Navy Yard, Brooklyn; the 
Picatinny Arsenal; Naval Air Station, 
Floyd Bennett Field; the U. 8. Naval 
Ammunition Depot at Iona Island, N. Y.; 
the U. 8. Military Academy at West 
Point; and other stations, as well as 
private factories making tanks, guns and 
planes, 

When the officers graduate, they go in- 
to ordnance plants, Navy yards, air force 
ground schools or into service at sea. One 
graduate of a class which ended its course 
two months ago is already on duty with 
a submarine. 

Any one of the officers will tell you 
the submariner is the lucky one because 
they all clamor for sea duty. But they 
go where they’re needed most and where 
their qualifications fit them best because 
the Navy is big business and needs 
specialists just as badly as it needs fight- 
ing men. Fort Schuyler develops both. 





Navy Airship Program 

; The House this week approved a bill, 
S. 2496, authorizing additional airships 
for the Navy, 

/ Under the bill as passed by the House, 
200 lighter-than-airships are authorized 
by the Congress. The Senate, which 
earlier had set the number of blimps at 
72, accepted the amendment and sent the 
bill to the President, 

S. 2496, as introduced in the Senate 
at the request of the Navy, increased the 
present authorization of 48 non-rigid 
lighter-than-airships to 72, plus such ad- 
ditional number as the Navy may require. 
lhe Senate refused to grant the power 
for unlimited expansion, and approved 
only the increase to 72. 

A similar bill was approved by the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, embody- 
ing the original department recommenda- 
tons, except that the word “non-rigid” 
was deleted from the bill, in order that 
the Navy would have authority to build 
semi-rigid and rigid airships if it found 
such types desirable. 

This bill was tabled, but the Senate 
bill as passed by the House embodied the 
Salient points of the two bills, It retained 
the deletion of the word “non-rigid” and 
iecepting the Senate’s argument against 
unlimited authority, increased the defi- 
nite authorization from 72 to 200, 








U. S. Official War Communiques 


War Department, No. 225, 5 June 

1, Burma: Maj. Gen, Lewis H. Brereton re- 
ports that United States heavy bombers, un- 
der the leadership of Capt. Frank D. Sharp, 
attacked enemy shipping and docks in Ran- 
goon harbor in a daylight raid on 4 June. 
Because of a heavy overcast it was impossible 
to determine the resultant damage. 

Twelve Japanese fighter planes attacked 
our formation, which also encountered heavy 
anti-aircraft fire, Two enemy planes were 
shot down and a third is belived to have been 
destroyed, One of our planes failed to return.

War Department, No. 226; 9 June 

1. Burma: Maj. Gen. Lewis H. Brereton in 
a delayed report advised the War Department 
that heavy United States bombers of his 
command attacked enemy installations at 
Lashio on 3 June. Hits were made on the 
airdrome and planes on the ground, as well 
as on railway equipment and supplies. 

Our planes encountered extremely difficult 
wenther en route, including typical Burmese 
monsoons which forced them to fly entirely 
by instruments. In spite of this fact, all of 
the planes reached the objective and delivered 
the attack. However, extremely adverse 


weather conditions resulted in the loss of | 


four of our planes in the wild, mountainous 
region. Enemy fighters attacked our planes, 
but none was lost due to enemy action. A 
large flight of Japanese fighter planes at- 
tacked one of onr bombers for 35 minutes. 
Nevertheless, this plane returned to its base 
without being seriously damaged.

BATTLE OF CORAL SEA 
Navy Department, No. 88, 12 June 

1, The Battle of Midway now makes it pos- 
sible to release information in regard to the 
Battle of the Coral Sea. Holding up this in- 
formation gave to our Navy security which 
was a cornerstone in building for the Mid- 
way victory, 

2. In early March the Japanese were ob 
served to be concentrating transports and 
combatant ships in the ports of Salamaua 
and Lae on the Island of New Guinea, appar- 
ently in preparation for an assault on Port 
Moresby on the south coast of the same is- 
land, The occupation of Port Moresby would 
have afforded the enemy a strategically lo- 
eated advance base from which promptly to 
make further attacks on northern Australia. 

3. For some time the bases at Salamaua and 
Lae had been subjected to air attacks by U. 
8S. and Australian shore based aircraft from 
Australia, On 10 March, a number of aircraft 
from a Pacific Fleet task force, under the 
command of Vice Adm, Wilson Brown, joined 
these shore based planes in their successful 
attack on shipping and shore installations at 
the enemy bases. As announced in Navy De- 
partment communique No, 57 of 18 March, 
this attack resulted in the following damage 
to the enemy: the sinking of or damage to 
more than 20 Japanese ships and heavy dam- 
age to shore installations. The resulting dis- 








ruption of Japanese plans delayed for two 
months any attempt of the enemy to advance 
by sea to the southward. The attacking 
force was described in the communique as 
American and Australian island-based forces 
since the participation of our carriers in that 


action had still not been discovered by the 
enemy. 

4. During April, our Army reconnaissance 
planes reported that the enemy was once 


again concentrating transports, and the sup 
porting elements, including aircraft carriers 
and shore bases, preparatory to an attempt 
to advance into the Solomon and Louisiade 
Islands. In early May these advances were 
actually begun. Bases for land planes in both 
of these groups of islands were seized by the 
Japanese and the entire northern portion of 
the Coral Sea was subjected to daily recon 
naissance by enemy shore-based aircraft. 

5. On 4 May a task force of the Pacific 
Fleet under the command of Rear Adm. Frank 
J. Fletcher found a part of this Japanese in 
vasion fleet at anchor in and near the harbor 
of Tulagi, the capital of Florida Island in 
the Solomon group. In spite of the excellent 
Japanese air reconnaissance facilities, 
Admiral Fletcher's attack caught the Japa- 
nese forces completely by surprise and all 
but annihilated them, A few ships managed 
to get under way, but most of these were 
severely crippled, and some were later 
beached to prevent their sinking. The results 
of this engagement announced in Navy 
Department communique No, 77 of 7 May 
were as fol'ows: The sinking of or damage 
to 12 Japanese vessels and the destruction of 
six aircraft. Our entire loss amounted to but 
three aircraft, On the following day a large 
four-engined flying boat was intercepted by 
our forces and shot down, 

6. On 7 May Admiral Fletcher's aircraft 
struck the main body of the Japanese force 
in the Louisiade Archipelego of Misima. The 
new Japanese aircraft carrier, Ryuaaku, and 
a heavy cruiser were sunk. Fifteen bomb hits 
and 10 torpedo hits were reported scored on 
the Ryuaaku, which was turning into the 
wind to launch her aircraft when thus blasted. 
She sank in a few minutes with most of her 
planes on board, The enemy counterattack 
which followed was fought off successfully. 
During this day's fighting more than 25 
enemy aircraft were shot down as compared 
to our loss of six. Shore-based Army aircraft 
from Aunstralia assisted in reconnaissance 
both before and during these attacks, and 
added their fire-power to that of the attack- 
ing Navy planes. 

7. During the afternoon of 7 May, Japanese 
aircraft located and bombed the U. 8S, tanker, 
Neosho, and its accompanying destroyer, the 
USS Sims, in the Coral Sea. The Sims was 
sunk during the attack and the Neosho sank 
several days later as a result of the damage 
received during the bombing. A large part 
of the personnel from the Neosho and Sims 
were rescued and have reached port. The 
next of kin of casualties are being notified.

ground servicers and repairers of planes, 
truck drivers, cooks, clerks, stenographers 
and many other callings. 

Wing Officer Crowther recently has 
been in Canada, assisting in setting up 
the Women’s Division of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force. She is high in praise 
of the ability shown by women to acquire 
technical skills quickly, explaining that 
many of them have had no previous train- 
ing to handle the work usually done by 
men. The main requirement, she says, is 
that ordinary intelligence, plus an in- 
terest in the work, be shown. Given these, 
women can generally acquit themselves 
in any position. 

This is the sort of effort that has been 
shown already by a company of girls at 
Ft. Bragg, N. C. These are the Signal 
Corps lassies who have done much to de- 
velop the vast telephone communication 
system serving this largest of all Army 
posts. While these Ft. Bragg girls are not 
in the Army, they are distinctively a part 
of it. 

They were organized by Maj. Marlin 
Moody, Post Signal Officer, who secured 
them through a NYA office by promising 
to teach them switchboard intricacies but 
without pay. Within a few months, some 
of the girls had become experts and it 
wis later povrsible to induct them into 
the Government work through the Civil 
Service. Thus Ft. Bragg became the first 
Army post to use girl operators in an 
Army-owned telephone office. 

Besides their switchboard and clerical 
work, they took an interest in the sim 
ple maintenance of their intricate equip- 
ment and now can often make difficult 
repairs if the necessity arises. The clerk’s 
work they do is to keep the information 
files accurate and un to the minute. This 
duty is a real job, since the Army moves 
quickly and they must keep on their toes 
continuously. 

From their own pockets they have 
bought uniforms consisting of light biue 
skirt, blue coat done in the military style, 
and clean white shirt. These were fash 
jioned by Miss Betty Letkin of Clinton, 
N. (., and Miss Julia Baggett of White- 
ville, N. C. 

So the Signal Corps girls of Ft. Bragg 
are really initiators of the WAAC, 





Mr. Baruch on Duty 

Production genius of the World War 
and recognized authority on industrial 
mobilization and production, Mr. Bernard 
M. Baruch, unofficial advisor to President 
Roosevelt, Secretary of War Stimson, 
amd other key government war officials, 
was numed to his first official post of this 
war, when Maj. Gen. Levin H. Campbell, 
jr., Chief of Ordnance, appointed him to 
be a member of his important advisory 
committee, 

While this is Mr. Baruch’s first official 
position in this war, it does not by any 
means indicate that his knowledge of war 
production has net served the nation in 
its turn-over from a peace-time produc 
tion program to a greatly accelerated and 
specialized program of war production. 
Thus it is that Under Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson, charged with the 
supervision of war production for the 
Army, said this week that during the last 
two years “we have freely availed our 
selves of his guidance.” 

Under Secretary Vatterson told the 
Army ANp Navy JourNnat that “For 25 
years Mr. Baruch has been devoting his 
time to the study of the mobilization of 
our national resources in the event of 
war, including, of course, the invaluable 
experience he has in 1918 as chairman of 
the War Industries Board. We have taken 
full advantage of his counsel founded 
upon his ripe experience and foresight.” 
The Under Secretary stressed that Mr. 
Baruch has been of “constant assistance.” 

Meanwhile, General Campbell, in ap- 
pointing Mr. Baruch to be one of his ad 
visors to assist in the direction of a $30, 
000,000,000 program for procurement of 
war tools, pointed out that he “is recog- 
nized internationally as an authority on 
industrial warfare and has made marked 
contributions to industrial mobilization 
in the current war.” 

Worthy of importance notice is the fact 
that our production set-up has been aided 
in advancing to its accelerated position 
by the recommendations contained in Mr. 
Baruch’s final report on the W. IL. B. 





It was in this report that Mr. Baruch 
noted that the shortcomings of the World 
War production program were attributa- 
ble to a lack “of precedent, experience or 
informed acquaintance in the vastly more 
intricate and more difficult task of indus- 
trial mobilization.” He stated; “If the 
bulk of the difficulty of the administra- 
tion of war industry is to be traced to 
any single cause, it is to the dishearten- 
ing lack of accurate information on the 
side of resources or of demand. From the 
beginning to the end,” he said, “it was 
necessary to proceed gropingly, basing 
conclusions of the utmost moment on sta- 
tistics resulting from assumptions and 
superficial computations on fragmentary 
and inaccurate information.” 

Result of this was the creation in the 
National Defense Act of 1920 of the Of- 
fice of Assistant Secretary of War to su- 
pervise procurement of military supplies 
and to provide for the mobilization of 
material and industrial power in case of 
war. 

A man of strong opinion, Mr. Baruch 
has steadfastly maintained that the most 
efficient war production is attained when 
there is a one-man control, commodity 
committees of government officials set- 
ting production goals, industry commit- 
tees meeting to plan for the execution of 
these goals, and an over-all price control,

The House, upholding a recommenda- 
tion of its Appropriations Committee, 
voted to eliminate funds for the Civilian 
Conservation Corps for the fiscal year 
1943.

Abolish “Jawbone” 


The War Department announced this 
week that it is taking steps toward de- 
priving Army men of the privilege of 
credit at the Post Exchanges and other 
agencies set up for the convenience of the 
enlisted men. The text of the official an- 
nouncement as released to the press on 12 
June follows: 

“The Army is planning an experiment 
to put the soldier's purchases of personal 
commodities and services at military sta- 
tions on a cash basis, the War Depart- 
ment announced today. The new system, 
which is designed to enhance the dignity 
and efficiency of the soldier and to elimi- 
nate much paper work, will be tried in 
the fleld very soon, 

“Preliminary announcement of the plan 
while still in a formative stage, an excep- 
tion to usual Army procedure, was spe- 
cially authorized in this instance. 

“Elimination of credit will do away 
with the Company collection sheets or de- 
crease the number of items included on 
them; the administrative burdens of 
Company commanders and commanders 
of troops, batteries, and similar units, 
will be lightened, affording them more 
time for vital combat training of their 
organizations. This means eliminating 
the credit that enlisted men may incur 
at Post Exchanges, barber shops, cobbler 
shops, Company pool rooms, bowling al- 
leys, ete. 

“At present, a soldier is permitted to 
obligate a percentage of his monthly pay 
for Post Exchange credit for such per- 
sonal expenditures, The plan for elimi- 
nating or reducing this credit should, if 
successful, increase the efficiency of the 
soldier by relieving him of financial 
worries, teach him to budget his funds 
and inculeate habits of thrift that will be 
of value on his return to civil life. 

“Particularly when men are trans- 
ferred from one station to another, 
which may occur several times within a 
single month, much paper work is in- 
volved in the handling of a credit system. 
The experimental plan will determine 
whether it is possible to reduce the Com- 
pany collection sheet by permitting 
credit only for certain items, or to elimi 
nate it entirely. 

“Details of the experiment and when 
and where it will first be tried are not 
ready for announcement.” 








Advance Commended Officers 

The President this week signed the 
bill S. 2452 which grants to Coast Guard 
and Coast and Geodetic Survey officers 
the retirement right now enjoyed by 
Navy and Marine officers, and permits 
officers who have been commended by 
a department head for conduct in action 
to advance one grade upon retirement. 
The officers, moreover, would receive at 
least 75 per cent of the active duty pay 
received at time of retirement.

Retired Fleet Commanders 

The House this week approved legisla-

the act of 22 May 1917 (40 Stat, 89; U. 8. C., 
title 34, see. 212), or the act of 17 July 1941 
(Public Law No, 180, 77th Congress), in the 
discretion of the President, by and with the 
ndvice and consent of the Senate, when re- 
tired, be placed on the retired list with the 
highest grade or rank held by him while on 
the active list: Provided, That no increase in 
retired pay shall accrue as the result of such 
advanced rank on the retired list: Provided 
further, That the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, may in bis 
discretion extend the privilege herein granted 
to such officers as have heretofore been re- 
tired and who satisfy the foregoing condi- 
tions. 

Section 2 of the bill authorizes the 
President, without reference to the power 
conferred upon him by this act, to con- 
tinue with the rank of admiral on the 
retired list the officer who, as commander 
in chief of the Asiatic Fleet, rendered 
conspicuous and distinguished service in 
operations against the enemy in the Far 
Kast from 7 December 1941, until 14 Feb- 
ruary 1942, 





“Mine And Countermine” 


(Mine and Countermine, by Professor 
A. M. Low, Sheridan House, New York, 
1940, 224 pages, $2.75) 


ERIODICALLY since 7 Dee, the 

American public has been told of 
medal awards to airplane crews and to 
submarine personnel in recognition of 
their successful attacks on enemy ship- 
ping. And the public has been moved by 
the circumstances of these awards, for 
there is, indeed, much drama in a pilot’s 
report of a bomb crashing on the deck 
of a ship, or of a submarine commander's 
report that his torpedo had struck its 
mark, 

How different though when a mine ex- 
plodes at a timely moment and sends an 
important warship or merchantman to 
the bottom. There are no officers to be 
decorated, no crews to be commended ; 
but the result is the same as if a bomb 
or torpedo had done the job—the ship 
was sunk, Secrecy and a nation’s hesi- 
tancy to reveal the extent to which she 
is utilizing mines has prevented interest 
in this method of warfare becoming more 
widespread. 

Because there has been this absence 
of the dramatic in mine warfare, Mine 
and Countermine comes as a book which 
is to be appreciated by military and lay 
personnel alike, for its uniqueness alone, 
if not for its many other excellent fea- 
tures. It is a detailed study of the his- 
tory of mine warfare since its real be- 
ginning about 1350, coincident with the 
first use of gunpowder. The author, Pro- 
fessor A. M. Low, distinguished British 
scientist and inventor, author of many 
well-known scientific books, and recog- 
nized authority of modern armament, 
reviews at length the use of mines dur- 
ing our Civil War, and his recapitula- 
tion of the extent to which mines were 
employed in the World War cannot but 
leave the reader with a deep apprecia- 
tion of the potential havoe stored in a 
water or land mine. 

In a foreword to Mine and Counter- 
mine, Comdr. T. B. Thompson, USN-Ret., 
twice describes the treatise as a ““master- 
piece,” and points eut that “one has only 
to thumb through a few pages to dis- 
cover that Professor Low has made mine 
warfare more interesting, yes, more ex- 
citing, than many a dissertation on more 
picaresque themes. 

So it is from the shroud of secrecy 
which must of necessity surround the 
development, use and success of mine 
warfare, Professor Low, utilizing a rich 
scientific background, has presented an 
abundance of facts concerning mines, 
and has done this in such a manner that 
interest is held throughout the book’s 
reading. This interest holds even to the 
last few pages, when Professor Low dis- 
cusses the possible use of aerial mines, 
to protect cities from bombardment from 
the air. He points out that “if concrete 
or the anti-tank gun can nullify the 
colossal weapons of attack already in 
existence, it does not seem unreasonable 
to suppose that a sky mine might make 
aerial bombardment so perilous that it is 





not worth the expenditure of lives and 
aircraft.

Midway Battle 

Latest reports from the Pacific are that 
thousands of Japanese lost their lives 
and that about 15 Japanese ships were 
sunk or badly damaged in the Battle of 
Midway Island last week. Against this 
cataclysmic reverse, our losses have been 
announced as one destroyer sunk, a car- 
rier damaged and a few planes shot 
down. Only very slight damage was re- 
ported done by the enemy in attacking 
Dutch Harbor and Midway. 

Admiral Chester W, Nimitz, command- 
er-in-chief of the Pacific Fleet, says that 
about 30 vessels were in the assailing 
armada which converged on Midway Is- 
land after two feint air attacks lad been 
made on Dutch Harbor in the Aleutian 
Islands. The Americans were not caught 
napping by these feints, which evidently 
were made with the intention of drawing 
our air and sea power to that point. In- 
stead, our force waited and met the enemy 
at Midway. 

Several communiques have been is- 
sued by Admiral Nimitz in Honolulu, and 
they boil down to the last received sum- 
mary of two (possibly three) Japanese 
airplane carriers sunk with all their 
planes, one destroyer sunk, three battle- 
ships and from 8 to 11 other craft severe 
ly damaged. In fact, he says he doubts 
if some of the war-riddled vessels will be 
able to make port. 

The battle raged for days after the 
Japanese first came into view on 4 June. 
After contact was made by the American 
forces the contest for supremacy waged 
fiercely, with our sea and air forces main- 
taining the offensive. Finally, at the end 
of three days, with from 15 to 18 of Nip- 
pon’s ships sunk or out of action, the 
enemy retreat started. But the Amer- 
icans would not allow this easy escape 
and they pursued the defeated force un- 
til Saturday night when contact with the 
foe was lost during the night. 

Admiral Ernest J. King, commander in 
chief of the United States Fleet, an- 
nounced Sunday night that a series of 
battle maneuvers was continuing in 
Alaskan waters. This evidently was a 
continuation of the Midway battle, be- 
cause our fleet feels Japan will not per- 
mit a defeat at Midway to go unchal- 
lenged and the American fleet is just as 
anxious to deal additional blows. He 
thought that as soon as the weather clears 
and the radio resumes its reports there 
will be more definite news from the Aleu- 
tian Islands, 

There have been Axis statements to 
the effect that Japan has effected land 
ings in the Aleutian chain, which stretch 
some 1,500 miles from Alaska across the 
Northern Pacific. But this is denied by 
the Navy, which says: “We have no in- 
formation about any Jap landings on 
Alaskan soil. Certainly none of our in- 
habited areas, islands or rocks are 
troubled with any uninvited visitors up 
to this time.” Of course, the Japanese 
may have landed at isolated islands, but 
the Japanese radio already is notorious 
for its untruthfulness. 

It was only vigilance by the United 
States Marines that kept Midway Island 
in the possession of the Wnited States, ac- 
cording to an announcement on 11 June 
by the Navy. Four times did Japanese 
attempt to take the American defense 
with subs, cruisers and airplanes, and 
each time they were beaten back. The 
fifth time they tried an air assault but 
it was broken up by defending planes be- 
fore it really got started. 

These attacks are revealed in a diary 
kept by Col, Harold D. Shannon, com- 
mander of the Marine garrison, excerpts 
of which have been made public. The

N cities and towns throughout the United States a proud citizenry today honors 
I General Douglas MacArthur. In enacting Senator LaFollette’s bill setting June 
13 as “MacArthur Day,” the Congress not only evidenced the great esteem in which the 
General is held by the Senators and Representatives, but they truly reflected the 
feeling of the great mass of the American people. The Army is proud that this recog- 
nition has come to him, for the officers and enlisted men have known and admired him 
for the eminently soldierly qualities he has displayed throughout his career. Born of 
a distinguished military father, his star ascended during his first period of service, a 
period marked by his graduation at the head of his class at the United States Military 
Academy. Stories of his individual acts of bravery and fine professional skill during 
the World War, are written into the citations accompanying his decorations, and 
many more are related by the men who served with him. His tour as Chief of Staff of 
the Army was during a trying time, for it was a period of economy at any cost. It was 
due to his vigorous effort that the semblance of an Army was retained. His carefully 
laid plans and brilliant execution of them made Japanese conquest of the Philippines 
costly to the aggressor. The full extent of what he accomplished by keeping the 
Japanese busy on Luzon probably will not be known until after the war, but obviously 
it seriously affected their time table, and probably was a highly influential factor in 
delaying their operations in the southwestern Pacific and against India. His leader- 
ship of the United Nations’ efforts in the Southwest Pacifie including his stimulation 
of Ausiralian morale, presages well for a northern advance. Given the men and the 
supplies, the American people are confident he will carry out his promise and return 
to give peace and independence to the Philippines. 


PPARENTLY timing its action to coincide with the approval of the higher pay 
A scales in the Army, the War Department let it be known this week that it is 
moving to deprive the soldier of his age old prerogative of credit at the Post Exchange, 
or what the men have known since long before the Spanish-American War as “jaw- 
bone.” If the War Department’s plan carries through the soldier will no longer have 
credit but must pay cash for everything he gets at the agencies Uncle Sam has set 
up for his convenience at the Service posts—the Post Exchange, where he buys ciga- 
rettes, tobacco, refreshments, sandwiches; at the barber shops, shoe repair shops, 
pool rooms, bowling alleys, ete. The War Department official announcement gives 
two reasons for its contemplated move, one that it is “designed to enhance the 
dignity and efficiency of the so'dier” and the other that it will “eliminate much 
paper work.” The first reason does not appear to be valid, for there is hardly a civilian 
of standing in his community who does not have credit and use it, at his grocery 
store, his drug store, and other retail agencies serving him, and there is certainly no 
contention that the extension and use of such credit hurts the civilian’s dignity or 
his efficiency. The second reason, while more likely worthy of consideration is not of 
sufficient importance to merit belittling the soldier by taking his credit rating away 
from him. No one believes that the abolition of “jawbone” will do away entirely 
with the company collection sheet, while the continuation of the system, which has 
been in effeet for many, many years will work no great hardship upon the bookkeeping 
personnel. The official] announcement contends the move will “enhance the dignity” of 
the soidier, There is more reason to believe that depriving him of the right to credit, 
will lower it. For many years the War Department has upheld the Post Exchange and 
its related recreational facilities against the opposition of local retail merchants by 
the contention that these facilities are designed not only for the convenience of the 
soldier but also as a means of keeping him on the post and away from the evil influ- 
ences that spring up around Army cantonments. By installing a “cash on the barrel 
head” policy the Department will remove one of the incentives which keeps the men on 
the post and open itself to the charge that it is putting its facilities in direct competi- 
tion with the “allurements” on the outside. We hope the “experiments” the Depart- 
ment contemplates, will not result in a determination to discontinue the age old mili- 
tary right to “jawbone.” ,

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The powerful members of the United Nations were more closely 
knitted this week both with respect to the determined prosecution of the war and the 
conditions of the peace they will impose, The Soviet and British Governments signed 
a treaty, and the Soviet and American Governments achieved an understanding, the 
basic purposes of which are continuance in common of the war against the European 
Axis Powers, determination of the urgent tasks of opening a second front in Europe in 
1942, and definition of the principles which will underly their peace terms, Full in- 
formation concerning the negotiations was exchanged by the President and Prime 
Minister Churchill, so that the concords reached in London and Washington are sub- 
stantially identical. 

These concords dissipate conclusively the nightmare that Stalin might make a 
separate peace with Hitler. Through the wily Japanese Ambassador at Kubishey, it 
has been reported that Hitler sent attractive peace proposals to the Soviet leader. 
That they fell on deaf ears, that Stalin is obstinately determined to continue the war, 
is shown by the understandings arrived at. The Russo-British Treaty specifies that 
neither of the contracting parties shall enter into any negotiations with Hitler’s 
Government or any German Government that fails to renounce aggression. Further, 
the Treaty provides for its continuance in effect for a period of 20 years unless “super- 
seded by adoption of proposals for a long term system of international security.” 
The White House statement referred to the satisfactory unity of views on the estab- 
lishment of the second front and fundamental problems of the cooperation of the 
Soviet Union and the United States in safeguarding peace and security to the free- 
dom loving peoples “after the war.” Therefore, the three governments are solemnly 
bound to repel any peace advances, and, in fact, to proceed with their military opera- 
tions until the Axis Powers are defeated, and to be guided in the reconstruction of 
Hurope by the principles of not seeking territorial aggrandizement for themselves, and 
not interfering in the internal affairs of other states. The latter can be fitted into 
the peace system the President has developed and which was described by Under Sec- 
retary of State Welles in his Memorial Day address; and there is reason to believe 
that Commissar Molotov accepted the project in principle. In respect of the military 
phase of the war, the White House conferences, in which the Chief of Staff and the 
Oommander-in-Chief of the Navy participated, related to the rapidity with which a 
second front could be established and to operations in other regions. Considered also 
was the matter of greater and more expeditious Lend-Lease assistance to Russia. 
In connection therewith, both the United States and Britain will provide the Soviet 
Government with the funds it requires. 

While the Russo-British Treaty apparently was devoted only to the European 
partners of the Axis, undoubtedly both in London and Washington the question of 
measures to be taken against Japan was discussed, While Foreign Commissar Molo- 
tov, the Soviet negotiator of the agreements, was secretly in Washington, there came 
the news of the victory the American forces had won at Midway. Mr. Molotov also was 
supplied with the facts regarding our victory in the battle of the Coral Sea. Necessar- 
ily, these successes so weakening to the military power of Japan, threw a light upon the 
Pacific and Far Eastern situation, which was most important for Russia. Whether 
the Tokyo War Lords now feel they can proceed with an invasion of Siberia remains 
to be seen. That Hitler has been urgently pressing for such action is known. But 
Japan is faced with a serious loss of ships and planes, of wide-flung operations which 
are draining her resources, and now of understandings between her two enemies and 
Russia which may include some secret references to her, 

The methods by which mutual assistance is to be afforded members of the United 
Nations were established in the President’s executive orders and those of Mr. 
Churchill issued this week creating a Combined Production and Resources Board 
and a Combined Food Board. These organizations will supplement joint agencies 
heretofore announced—the Combined Chiefs of Staff Committee, Combined Muni- 
tions Assignment Board, Combined Raw Materials Board, Joint Aircraft Committee, 
and Combined Shipping Adjustment Board. 

The underlying purpose of these several agencies is to bring about, to quote 
the President’s order, “the maximum utilization of the productive resources avail- 
able to the United States, the British Commonwealth of Nations, and the United 
Nations, to reduce demands on shipping to a minimum, and to meet the essential 
needs of the civilian populations.” The procedure as outlined is that the Combined 
Chiefs of Staff Committee and the Combined Munitions Assignment Board shall keep 
the Combined Production and Resources Board currently informed concerning mili- 
tary requirements, including proposed military operations, and the latter Board 
shall keep the former currently advised concerning the facts and possibilities of 
production. 

The Combined Production and Resources Board, in the execution of the duties 
assigned to it, has been given comprehensive authority to require every branch of 
the two Allied Governments to furnish it with information and to meet the produc- 
tion needs it fixes. The Combined Food Board will formulate plans relating to the 
supply, production, transportation, disposal, allocation or distribution in or to any 
part of the world, of foods, agricultural materials from which foods are derived, and 
equipment and non-food materials, ancillary to the production of such foods and agri- 
cultural materials. This Board, however, will not have the power to make decisions. 
It can only make recommendations to the President and Prime Minister, and theirs 
will be the responsibility of approving or disapproving. However, it is specifically 
stated that “in principle, the entire food resources of Great Britain and the United 
States will be deemed to be in a common pool, about which the fullest information will 
be interchanged.” 

This common pool program covering all the resources of the United States and 
Great Britain, and even of other United Nations, including Russia, has one design, 
which is the defeat of our enemies within the earliest possible time. Production is 
being standardized so that all parts will be interchangeable. This will be true of 
airplanes, tanks, guns, gun carriages, ships, etc., etc. Thus, the repair problem will 
be simplified, and, as well, shipping space will be conserved. At the present time, 
each country has its own special types of munitions, and while those in actual service 
will continue to be used and maintained, hereafter, as far as practicable, uniformity 
will be observed. Moreover, as England is equipped to build pursuits, her factories 
will turn them out while the United States will produce long range bombers. In 
this way, transport of pursuits from the United States will not be necessary. Russia 
has supplied us with information concerning tanks and explosives, as stated in last

Ne 
Russia nor China is as yet admitted to membership in the various Boards 
cially that of Combined Production and Resources, As the President, in his kr. 
ecutive Order, noted that the ideal toward which he is moving is the maximum utili, 
tion of the productive resources of the United Nations, it is to be presumed that {p. 
vitations to all of them to participate in the conferences will be extended. For the 
moment, however, the Board is only authorized to take into account the needs Of the 
United Nations. 

The instruction to the Combined Food Board is wider, for it directs that it shall 
“work in collaboration with others of the United Nations toward the best Utilization 
of their food resources, and, in collaboration with the interested nation or nation, 
formulate plans and recommendations for the development, expansion, purchase, 
other effective use of their food resources.” This matter of food control is Causing 
great disquiet amongst our farmers. They are asking if they are to be told by gy 
Allied Government agency what and what not to plant. Doubtless this phase of the 
Executive Order will precipitate a Congressional debate, There is also the matter of 
import of materials and the customs requirements respecting them; and our cattle 
and packing interests are concerned over the prospect that beef, mutton and canned 
meats will be imported so as to cause sharp competition. It is obvious that numeroy 
problems will have to be solved before the combined agencies will be able to operat. 
effectively. 

With so many Combined Agencies functioning, an agency created to insure coor. 
dination must be established. This probably will be similar to the Supreme War Coup. 
cil of the last World War, which held its sessions in Paris, and the membership gf 
which included the heads of Government, and for us General Tasker H. Bliss, one of 
the most distinguished and learned Army officers of his time, and, after the Armistice 
u representative of the United States on the Peace Commission. The difficulty in the 
way of the formation of such a body is because of the large number of countries whid 
belong to the United Nations. Among those countries are the British Dominions of 
which Australia particularly is noted for insisting upon representation on inter-allied 
politico-military agencies. 

As a result of the improved situation of the Uunited Nations, Marshal Petain, 
who once saw Germany victorious, now is convinced that the Axis will be de 
feated. This report has come to Washington from Vichy. It is further reported 
and this authoritatively, that “there is a reasonable expectation” that Germany 
will never get the French Fleet, and if anything of the kind be attempted the 
vessels would be scuttled. Admiral Leahy, Ambassador to the Vichy Government, 
who has heen conferring with the President and Secretary Hull during the past 
week, paid a high tribute to Marshal Petain, declared that the people are almost 
unanimously pro-American and hopeful of Axis defeat, and advocated continued 
relations with the changing Vichy Governments in order to keep alive Freneé 
hope of early deliverance and transmission of information to them of the atti 
tude of the United States. Although the Admiral will remain in Washington, he wil 
continue as Ambassador to Vichy, and advise the President on all developments in 
Franco-American relations. 


Dental and Veterinary Corps—Physically qualified students over 18 years of age 
accepted as matriculants at an approved dental or veterinary school may apply for 
appointment as second lieutenants in the Medical Administrative Corps, AUS, ané 
be placed in an inactive status until their school is completed, the War Department 
announced this week. 

Following their graduation, they will be appointed first lieutenants, Dental ot 
Veterinary Corps, such appointments being made without reference to an examining 
board and without a report of physical examination. Students within or without the 
United States may apply for commissions under this plan.

Amend Personnel Legislation—The haste with which certain wartime legislation 
has been drafted and passed upon has resulted, in two instances at least, in some 
strange interpretations. The missing persons’ act provides that, if a member of the 
armed forces dies or is killed in action without having designated a beneficiary for 
bis six-months’ gratuity, the department head concerned shall pay the gratuity to 
the person he determines to be entitled thereto. Where a beneficiary is named, the 
gratuity is paid by the General Accounting Office, as long provided by law. The 
result of this is to effect payment of the gratuity to dependents of a man who does 
sot name them as beneficiaries many weeks before the General Accounting Office, 
more careful in money matters than the services, makes payments to named bene- 
feiaries. The Navy Department has discussed some amendment to the law, but no 
concrete proposals have resulted yet. 

Another bill, H. R. 4869, approved last month was designed to assure that warrant 
oficers and enlisted men of the National Guard, Naval or Marine Corps Reserves, 
when on active duty with the federal government, should receive longevity credit 
for the enlistments they spent drilling each week and camping or cruising each 
summer. Under this law, men inducted with their guard or reserve organizations 
who remain in such status are entitled to such longevity, However, if the enlistment 
istransferred to the regular service, the longevity is lost. Nor is the longevity credited 
to the thousands of men in the Regular Service who have prior National Guard or 
Naval or Marine Reserve Service. These exceptions will be smoothed out with final 
approval of the service pay bill, 8. 2025, which enables all service, regular or reserve, 
tobe credited for pay purposes. 


Ordnance Department—The War Department, in announcing the formation of eight 
committees in the ordnance field to serve as the means for exchange of information, 
parts, raw materials, and other resources within an industry for the purpose of ob- 
taining maximum final production in a minimum of time, disclosed this week that 
Maj. Gen. T. J. Hayes has succeeded Maj. Gen. Charles T. Harris, jr., as Chief of 
Industrial Service, Office, Chief of Ordnance. 

The War Department would give no additional details on the new assignment of 
General Harris. It was understood that this change was but one of many recently made 
in the Office, Chief of Ordnance. 

The eight committees, each of which operates under the direction of General 
Hayes or one of his division chiefs, are composed of a cross-section of representative 
plant executives and vary in size according to the needs of the individual industry. 

Through the committees, production information is exchanged, thus facilitating 
the spread of the research and development findings of one company to an entire in- 
dustry. Raw materials, key parts and other items going into production are shifted 
from one plant to another through the committees’ efforts. 

Importance of this exchange is noted when it is made known that 115 parts are 
ised in the manufacture of a finished mechanical time fuze.

Chaplains—In order to provide religious guidance for soldiers in all faiths of the 
Army, now undergoing an expansion which will see its strength at the end of 1942 
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raised to 4,500,000, the Corps of Chaplains has revised regulations in order to expedite 
the appointment of additional chaplains. A candidate for original appointment as 
chaplain in the Army of the United States must be a citizen of the United States or a 
citizen of a co-belligerent or friendly country. He must have reached his 24th and 
not passed his 50th birthday, the latter figure being a five-year increase over former 
regulations which placed the maximum original appointment age at 45. 

These who meet the qualifications will be appointed in the grade of first lieuten- 
ant, and will be ordered to active duty as needed. All must have acceptable ecclesias- 
tical indorsement from their respective church body or its officially designated repre- 
sentative, and are additionally required to submit evidence of the following : 

a. A.B. or B.S. degree and B.D, or Th.B. degree, or graduation from an accredited 
college and seminary, together with a minimum of two years of pastoral experience, 
one of which must be full time, or 

b. A.B. or B.S. degree, or graduation from an accredited college, and theological 
training required for ordination by his denomination together with a minimum of 
three years of pastoral experience following ordination, or 

oc. B.D. or Th.B. degree, or graduation from an acceptable theological seminary 
and a minimum of three years of pastoral experience following ordination. 

All applicants will be required to pass the Army final type physical examination. 
Authorization for this examination will be furnished by the Corps Area Chaplain. All 
inquiries concerning appointment in the Corps of Chaplains should be addressed to 
the Chaplain of the Corps Area in which the applicant resides.

The War Department, in making 
this announcement, stressed this week no one is required to furnish such information, 
and that it is entirely on a voluntary basis. 

Commanding officers are authorized to furnish information as to the religious 
preferences of members of their commands to local churches and accredited denomina- 
tional representatives on their request. The War Department said there will be here- 
after no religious census of military personnel “except such as may be necessary to 
obtain data from those who have entered the military service prior to the time that 
these instructions become operative.”

Officer Candidate Schools—An important new step to reduce the wastage of poten- 
tial officer material at officer candidate schools will soon be announced by the War 
Department. It was pointed out by Army officials that officer candidate schools of the 
combat branches are designed to turn out officers capable of commanding a platoon 
or larger unit on the battlefield. Those who go through the schools demonstrating 
every quality required of an officer except the ability to lead men in battle now fail 
of graduation and return to enlisted status. However, the need for administrative 
officers of all kinds is so great, that it is now proposed to graduate these men with 
their classes and assign them to duty in administrative posts. 

Although the percentage of attrition at the schools has been steadily reduced 
since their creation, the new plan is expected to reduce the number of failures still 
further. It will not eliminate failures altogether, for the administrative assignments 
will be given only to those who are fully qualified for them. 


Bureau of Aeronauties—Fourth and final of the pre-flight schools being conducted 
by the Navy for prospective aviators will be commissioned today at St, Mary’s Col- 
lege in California, although its classes opened on 11 June. Capt. George Washington 
Steele, USN-Ret., is commanding officer ; Lt, Comdr, Clyde W. King, USNR, the execu- 
tive officer; Lt. Comdr.

United States, or in the Officers Reserve 
Corps, or in the Naval Militia, or in the Na- 
tional Naval Volunteers, or in the Naval Re- 
serve force, Naval Reserve, Marine Corps Re- 
serve force, Marine Corps Reserve, Coast 
Guard Reserve, and the Reserve Corps of the 
Public Health Service, when confirmed in 
grade and qualified for all general service.

Enlisted men entitled tu recelve allowances 
for quarters or subsistence, shall continue, 
while their permanent stations remain un- 
changed, to receive such allowances while sick 
in hospital or absent from their permanent- 
duty stations in a pay status: Provided, That 
allowances for subsistence shall not accrue 
to such an enlisted man while he is in fact 
being subsisted at Government expense. 

An enlistment allowance equal to $50, mul- 
tiplied by the number of years served in the 
enlistment period from which he has last been 
discharged, shall be paid to every honorably 
discharged enlisted man of the first three 
grades who reenlists within a period of three 
months from the date of his discharge, and 
an enlistment allowance of $25, multiplied by 
the number of years served in the enlistment 
period from which he has last been dis- 
charged, shall be paid to every honorably dis- 
charged enlisted man of the other grades who 
reenlists within a period of three months from 
the date of his discharge: Provided, the pro- 
visions of this paragraph shall not affect the 
provisions of the Act approved 18 August 1941 
(Public Law 215, Seventy-seventh Congress) :

sec. 12. Officers of any of the services men- 
tioned in the title of this Act, including Re- 
serve components thereof and the National 
guard, while on active duty in the Federal 
service, when traveling under compentent 
orders Without troops shall receive a mileage

shall be entitled, in lieu of transportation by 
the shortest usually traveled route now 
authorized by law to be furnished in kind, 
to a money allowance at the rate 3 cents per 
mile for the same distance: Provided, That 
this provision shall not apply to any persen 
entitled to traveling expenses under the Sub- 
Sistence Expense Act of 1926. 

When any officer, warrant officer, or en- 
listed man above the fourth grade, having 
dependents as defined in section 4 hereof, is 
ordered to make a permanent change of stu 
tion, the United States shall furnish trans- 
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portation in kind from funds appropriated 
for the transportation of the Army, the Navy, 
the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, and the Public Health 
Service to his new station for such de- 
pendents: Provided, That for per ,ns in the 
naval service the term “permanent station” as 
used in this section shall be interpreted to 
mean a shore station or the home yard or 
home port of the vessel to which the person 
concerned may be ordered; and a duly auth- 
orized change in home yard or home port of 
such vessel shall be deemed a change of sta- 
tion: Provided further, That if the cost of 
such transportation exceeds that for trans- 
portation from the old to the new station, the 
excess cost shall be paid to the United States 
by the officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man 
concerned: Provided further, That trans- 
portation supplied the dependents of such 
officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man, to or 
from stations beyond the continental limits 
of the United States, shall not be other than 
by Government transport, if such transporta- 
tion is available as may be determined by the 
head of the department concerned: Provided 
further, That the personne! of all the services 
mentioned in the title of this Act shall have 
the benefit of all existing laws applying to the 
Army and Marine Corps for the transporta- 
tion of household effects: And provided fur- 
ther, That in lieu of transportation in kind 
authorized by this section for dependents, the 
President may authorize the payment in 
money of amounts equal to such commercial 
transportation costs for the whole or such 
part of the travel for which transportation 
in kind is not furnished when such travel 
shall have been completed. 


The words “permanent change of station” 
as used in this section shall incilnde the 
change from home to first station and from 
last station to home when ordered to active 
duty other than training duty, of any officer, 
warrant officer, nurse, or enlisted man of any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 
Act. including retired personnel and members 
of the reserve components thereof, in a grade 
for which the transportation of dependents is 
authorized at Government expense, and the 
change from last station to home in connec 
tion with retirement, relief from active duty, 
or transfer to a reserve component, 

Personnel of any of the services mentioned 
in the title of this Act performing travel on 


Government-owned vessels for which no 
transportation fare is charged shall be en 
titled only to reimbursement of actual and 


necessary expenses incurred, 

The head of the department concerned 
may determine what shall constitute a travel 
status and travel without troops within the 
meaning of the laws governing the payment 
of mileage or other travel expenses, 

Nurses 

See. 13. The annual base pay of female 
nurses of the Army and Navy shall be as fol 
lows: During the first three years of service, 
$1,080; from the beginning of the fourth year 
of service until the completion of the sixth 
year of service, $1,260; from the beginning of 
the seventh year of service until the comple 
tion of the ninth year of service, $1,440; from 
the beginning of the tenth year of service un 
til the completion of the twelfth year of ser 
vice, $1,620; from the beginning of the thir 
teenth year of service, $1,800. 

Superintendents of the Nurse Corps shall 
pay at the rate of $2,500 a year, 
sistant superintendents, directors, and 
sistant directors at the rate of $1.500 a year, 
and chief nurses at the rate of $600 a year, 
in addition to their base pay as nurses 
Nurses shall be entitled to the money allow 
ances for subsistence and for rental of quar 
ters as established by sections 5 and 6 of this 
Act for officers receiving the pay of the first 
period, 

The annual pay of a retired member of the 
Army Nurse Corps or the Navy Nurse Corps 
retired for other than physical disability shall 
be 3 per centum of the total annual active 
duty pay which she is receiving at the time 
of retirement multiplied by the number of 
complete years of service rendered prior to 
retirement, but not exceeding 75 per centum 
of such annual active-duty pay: Provided, 
That in computing the period of service for 
retired pay a fractional year of six months or 
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more shall be considered a full year: Provid- 
ed further, That for the purpose of comput- 
ing eligibility for retirement and retired pay, 
there shall be credited active service in the 
Army Nurse Corps and in the Navy Nurse 
Corps, active service as contract nurse prior 
to 2 February 1901, and service as a Reserve 
nurse on active duty since 2 February 1901. 

See. 14. Officers, warrant officers, and en- 
listed men of the Reserve forces of any of 
the services mentioned in the title of this Act, 
when on active duty in the service of the 
United States, shall be entitled to receive the 
same pay and allowances as are authorized 
for persons of corresponding grade and 
length of service in the Regular Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, or Public Health 
Service. 

Officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men 
of the National Guard, when in the Federal 
service or when participating in exercises or 
performing the duties provided for by sec- 
tions 94, 97, and 99 of the National Defense 
Act, as amended, shall receive the same pay 
and allowances as are authorized for persons 
of corresponding grade and length of service 
in the Regular Army, 

Under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War may prescribe, officers of the National 
Guard, other than general officers, and war- 
rant officers and enlisted men of the National 
Guard, shall receive compensation at the rate 
of one-thirtieth of the monthly pay author- 
ized for such persons when in the Federal 
service, for each regular drill, period of ap 
propriate duty, or other equivalent period of 
training, authorized by the Secretary of War, 
at which they shall have been engaged for 
the entire prescribed period of time: Vrevid 
ed, That such pay shall be in addition te com- 
pensation for attendance at field or ccnst-de- 
fense instruction or maneuvers, General off 
cers of the National Guard shall receive $500 
a year in addition to compensation for at 
tendance at field or const-defense tnustruction 
or maneuvers, for satisfactory performance 
of their appropriate duties. In addition to 
pay herein provided, officers of the National 
Guard commanding organizations less than a 
brigade and having administrative functions 


connected therewith shall, whether or not 
such officers belong to such organizations, 
receive not more than $240 a year for the 


faithful performance of such administrative 
functions under such regulations as the See 
retary of War may preseribe: Provided, That 
the provisions of this paragraph shall not 
apply when such persons are on active duty 
in the Federal service, 


Retired Pay 

15. On and after the effective date of 
Act, retired officers, warrant officers, 
nurses, enlisted men, and members of the 
Fleet Reserve Marine Corps Reserve shall 
have their retired pay, retainer pay, or equi 
valent pay, computed as now authorized by 
law on the basis of pay provided in this Aet, 
which pay shall include increases for all ae 
tive duty performed since retirement or trans 
fer to the Fleet Reserve or Fleet Marine Corps 
Reserve in the computation of their longevity 
pay and pay periods: Provided, That noth 
ing contained in this Act shall operate to re

In the computation of the retired pay of 
officers heretofore or hereafter retired with 
pay at the rate of 2%, 3, or 4 per centum of 
the active duty pay received by them at the 
time of retirement multiplied by the number 
of years of service for which entitled to credit 
in the computation of their pay on the active 
list, not to exceed a total, of 7 per centum 
of said active duty pay, active duty performed 
by such retired officers subsequent to the 
date of their retirement shall be counted for 
the purpose of computing percentage rates 
and inereases with respect to their retired 
pay.

The retired pay of any officer heretofore re 














tired under the provisions of section 24h, Na

States prior to 12 Nov, 1918, shall be 75 per 
centum of his active duty pay: Provided, 
That no back pay, allowances, or other emolu 
ments shall be held to accrue for any period

The retired pay of any officer of any of the

From all quarters are coming reports 
that American manufacturers are de- 
livering the goods in the matter of mu- 
nitions production, The latest, and, per- 
haps, the most authoritative describer 
of the way the job is being done, is Sir 
Oliver Lyttleton, British Minister of 
Production, who, after learning the facts, 
made a broadcast in which he said that 
this country has overtaken and soon will 
be ahead of Britain, which is producing 
a vast quanity of war materials. To in- 


dicate the extent of our achievement, 
Sir Oliver stated that England is pro- 


ducing annually 257,000 tanks, jeeps and 
other mechanical vehicles and 40,000 
big guns and 25,000,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition for them, and has made a hun- 
dred per cent increase in airplanes over 
1240, and 57 per cent increase of mer- 
chant ship deliveries over the last quar- 
ter. Knowledge of what we and our AI- 
lies are doing has had a stimulating ef- 
fect upon national morale both here and 
in England and Russia, and has revived 
confidence in our system of democracy 
and individual enterprise. These facts, 
together with our Pacific victories, un- 
questionably were responsible for the 
better tone shown in the stock market. 

The matter of rubber and gas con- 
tinues to concern the President and his 
ndvisers. A nation-wide salvage cam- 
paign for the former is now underway, 
and a survey the President has ordered 
will determine the Government’s policy 
respecting rationing of rubber and gas. 
In order to relieve the oil shortage in the 
Atlantic states, the War Production 
Board has approved construction of a 
550 mile 24-inch pipe line from Longview, 
Texas, to Salem, Ill. This line will de- 
liver 350,000 barrels of oil a day at 
Salem, whence it will be transported to 
the Atlantic States by tank cars, barges 
andGreat Lakes tankers. Secretary Ickes, 
who urged the building of a pipe line 
to New York, states the WPB project 
will not permit motoring as usual, but 
will take care of essential home and fac- 
tory requirements. As the oil producing 
states are forecasting hard times unless 
they sell their product, there is little 
doubt that the President will modify 
past orders, and move so as to permit 
increased gas consumption. A nation- 
wide embargo now is regarded as doubt- 
ful. Reports have reached Washington 
that vast quantities of sugar are in store- 
houses, and this, with the protests of 
beet growers, doubtless will cause an in- 
crease in the allowance of sugar. 

Congress is beginning to show greater 
independence. However, the House, as a 
result of Administration pressure, agreed 
to continue the WPA, In the $39 billion 
War Department appropriation estimate, 
there is a recommendation that the See- 
retary of War be authorized to fix sal- 
aries and bonuses of officers of firms hav- 
ing War contracts. This is denounced as 
another step by the New Deal to limit 
earning power, and is placed in the same 
category as the recent presidential pro- 
posal requiring an individual to turn 
over to the Treasury all of his salary 
and income in excess of $25,000 annually 
after the payment of taxes. The chances 
are that neither of these recommenda- 
tions will be enacted, especially in view 
of the rising temper at the Capitol. 





Commandant of Midshipmen 


Capt. M. 8S. Tisdale, USN, the present 
Commandant of Midshipmen, will be de- 
tached from the Naval Academy in June, 
having received orders to sea duty. The 
Superintendent has announced that he 


will be succeeded as Commandant of 
Midshipmen by Capt. H. E. Overesch, 
USN. 


Captain Overesch reported to the Naval 
Academy for duty in May, and has served 
as Head of the Department of Physical 
Training. Until his successor is named, 
Comdr. L. S. Perry, USN, the present 


Gradunte Manager of Athletics, will act 
as Head of Department of Physical Train- 
ing and Director of Athletics.

Other Provisions 


Sec. 19. No person, active or retired, of any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 
Act, including the Reserve components there- 
of and the National Guard, shall suffer, by 
reason of this Act, any reduction in any pay, 
allowances, or compensation to which he was 
entitled upon the effective date of this Act: 
Provided, however, That nothing in this Act 
shall be construed to deprive any enlisted 
man transferred to the Fleet Reserve on or 
prior to the date of enactment of this Act, 
or transfer from the Fleet Reserve to the re- 
tired list of the Regular Navy for physical 
disability, of any benefits, including pay and 
allowances or compensation which he would 
be entitled to receive upon the completion of 
thirty years under laws in force on the date 
of enactment of this Act. 

The Act of 10 June 1922 (42 Stat. 625), as 
amended, subsections 12 (a), (b), and (ce), of 
the Selective Training and Service Act of 
1940 (54 Stat. 885), section 18 of the Act of 
7 March 1942 (Public Law 490, Seventy-sev- 
enth Congress), and section 8 of the Service 
Extension Act of 1941 (Public Law 213, Sev- 
enty-seventh Congress, approved 18 August 
1941), and those portions of the Act of 2 
March 1907 (34 Stat. 1217), and of the Act of 
30 June 1941 (Public Law 140, Seventy-seventh 
Congress), which authorize allowances for en- 
listed men on the retired list, and all other 
laws and parts of laws which are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act, are hereby 
repealed: Provided, That Acts or parts of Acts 
incorporating directly, by implication, or by 
reference, the provisions of the Act of 10 June 
1922, as amended, and not in conflict here- 
with, shall not be considered modified by the 
provisions of this Act except that the pay, al- 
lowances, or compensation established herein 
shall be substituted for the pay, allowances, 
or compensation set out in the Act of 10 June 
1922, as amended, 

No back pay or allowances prior to 1 June 
1942, shall accrue by reason of the enactment 
of this Act, 

The provisions of this Act shall be effective 
as of 1 June 1942, 

Sec, 20. Beginning 1 June 1942, the Seecre 
tary of War and the Secretary of the Navy 
shall every sixty days report to the Congress 
the name, age, legal residence, rank, branch of 
the service, with special qualification there- 
for, of each person commissioned during said 
period in the Army of the United States and in 
the Naval Establishment respectively from ci- 
vilian life, who prior thereto has had no com 
missioned military service: Provided, That 
the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the 
Navy shall not be required to report persons 
commissioned where such disclosure would in 
his opinion jeopardize the national interest or 
safety.

Merchant Marine 


The War Shipping Administration late 
last week announced establishment of a 
Recruitment and Manning Organization, 
designed to provide an uninterrupted flow 
of seamen for America’s merchant 
marine, and to cooperate with representa- 
tives of the United Nations in securing 
adequate personnel to man foreign ships. 
Rear Adm. Emory 8. Land, USN-Ret., 
War Shipping Administrator, named Mr. 
Marsall bk. Dimock, formerly Associate 
Commissioner of Immigration and Na- 
turalization, and Second Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor, as Director of the new of- 
fice, which operates under the general 
supervision of Capt. Edward Macauley, 
Assistant to the Administrator and a 
member of the Maritime Commission, 

In assuming his new duties, Mr. Dim- 
mock said: “The principal responsibility 
of the new organization is to see that sea- 
men and officers are available for Ameri- 
‘an and foreign ships when and where 
needed.” 

A Domestic Division has been estab- 
lished to plan and coordinate training 
and turnover of personnel, direction of 
men into the most effective channels, and 
will be responsible for manning the ships, 
housing and provision of recreational fa- 
cilities ashore. It will coordinate infor- 
mation regarding current sailings and the 
need for crews. 

The organization has established a cen- 
tral control office in Washington, as well 
us field offices in the principal ports. The 
Control Officer will be responsible for 
coordinating information and _ statistics 
on future labor demands, and for keeping 
the Director and field representatives 
posted on the immediate demand. Control 
officers in the field will in turn cooperate 
closely with the Control Officer in Wash- 
ington, Information available in the cen- 
tral office concerning ship construction, 
chartering or other methods of bringing 
ships into operation will be used as a 
basis for estimating future demands. 

Earlier last week, Admiral Land an- 
nounced the appointment of three Assis- 
tant Deputy Administrators under Mr. 
Lewis W. Douglas, Deputy Administra- 
tor of the War Shipping Administration. 
Those named were Mr. John E, Cushing, 
Ship Operations; Mr. D. F. Houlihan, 
Fiscal Affairs, and Mr. Franz Schneider, 
Ship Control. 

Mr. Schneider, a major, General Staff 
Corps, during the World War prepared 
the weekly and monthly reports of ton- 
nage for the expeditionary forces, 

President Roosevelt has signed H. J, 
Res. 314, which provides a sum of $210,- 
000,000 for marine war risk insurance. 

The Maritime Commission this week 
released the first in a weekly series of 10 
questions which will answer pertinent 
questions on the merchant marine, These 
questions with their answers follow: 

Q. Is there a lag in construction? 

A. No, we are on schedule. In the 
of May. 75 keels were laid, 65 ships 
launched, 58 were delivered into service,

Lend-Lease shipments have been 
rising steadily each month, In April total 
Lend-Lease aid to all countries amounted to

shipments of munitions, food, drugs, and 
other materials, 

Q. What about 
have we lost? 

A. Any answer is censorable, as giving in- 
formation to the enemy. It is obvious that 
sinkings counteract construction—the prob 
lem is to decrease sinkings. The Navy is re- 
sponsible for the protection of merchant ship- 
ping, 

Q. Those heroic men—the seamen and of- 
ficers—are they to receive recognition ? 

A. Yes, Congress has recently passed a law 
providing the award of medals to the men of 
the merchant marine who perform acts of 
bravery. The medal is being designed and 
facts regarding heroism are being collected.

The Zone of the Interior Course is to 
run concurrently with the others, and is 
designed to train selected officers for du 
ties on the General Staffs of Corps Areas 
us well as for duty with major supply 
and administrative staffs. 

No officer below the rank of captain will 
be selected for this school, and even then 
preference will be given those younger 
than 40 years who have been graduated 
from a special service school, 

The War Department stresses its need 
for competent staff officers because of the 
many new units in the army today. 

Following are the approximate quotas 
to be allowed the units in the school at 
this summer session: Army Ground 
Forces, 52%; Army Air Forces, 24%;

calling for the original Senate rates for 
the sixth and seventh grades, $42 and 

$48. 

The House rejected the report, in- 
structing the conferees to insist on $50 
and $54. The conferees held one meeting 
without reaching decision, and thereupon 
Senator La Follette, of Wisc., filed a mo- 
tion to discharge the conferees, and ap- 
point new conferees who would accept the 
House figures. 


The motion was scheduled to be acted 
upon on Monday, 8 June. It was fore- 
stalled by the filing of a second confer- 
ence report that date, restoring the Class 
B provision omitted by the House, and 
proposing $46 and $52 for the two lowest 
grades. 

The report was rejected by the Senate, 
58-20, as stated above, and the measure 
went to conference a third time. This 
time the report went to the House on 10 
June, with the $50 and $54 rates, and 
was accepted by that body. 


Senators Debate Bill 
Commenting on the second conference 
report on 8 June, Senator La Follette 
stated, “I think we should make a sharp 
distinction between those provisions in 
the bill to which I give my hearty accord 
and assent and which are designed more 
to take care of those who choose soldier- 
ing, or choose the Navy or Marine Corps, 
or the Coast Guard, as a profession for 
life, and those provisions which affect 
those who are now being called in this 
war to go into the fighting services of 
this nation and be ready to die in any 

number that may be required. 


“It is not appropriate to take into con- 
sideration what is offered here in the 
way of longevity pay, for, as I said when 
this matter was under debate a few days 
ago, unfortunately, many of these men, I 
fear, will never be in the service long 
enough to be interested in longevity pay. 
They will perhaps be called upon to make 
the supreme sacrifice before the longevity 
provisions in the bill could bring them 
any benefits.” 


Your dollars a month, he argued, would 
“pay for $6,000 of insurance to an enlist- 
ed man.” If he gets tax-free cigarettes 
while on foreign duty it “would furnish 
every man in overseas service two pack- 
ages of cigarettes a day.” 

Senator Wiley, of Wisc., came to the 
defense of the conferees, pointing out 
that the Senate had unanimously voted 
for the lower rates when it passed S. 
2025, and that the conferees, therefore, 
were justified in standing by those fig- 
ures, 

Argue Higher Rates 

He declared, “Arguments which have 
been advanced for the sum of $50 could 
also be advanced for an increase to $60, 
$70, $80 or $100. A wonderful demagogic 
appeal might be made for $100 a month. 
Yes; it has been suggested that Australia 
now pays it soldiers $48 a month. Our 
wealth is probably 50 times that of Aus- 
tralia, and based on the wealth of the two 
nations an appeal might well be made 
that we could pay 50 times as much as 
Australia pays.” 

“But we are also the arsenal of democ- 
racy,” he observed. 

Senator Gurney, of 8S. Dak., a conferee, 
pointed out that with allotment-allow- 
ance benefits voted the previous week, the 
government in many cases will pay “more 
than $100 a month” to enlisted men. 


House Dehate on Report 

With the provision for $50 and $54 for 
the two lowest enlisted grades safely in 
the conference version of the bill, the 
House in its debate on the adoption of 
the conference virtually ignored this sub- 
ject, and addressed itself instead to the 
question of 75 per cent pay for World 
War officers who have been “class B’d” 
as to the question of permanency of the 
aw. 

After a bitter debate, when Chairman 
May of the House Military Committee, 
manager of the bill, moved adoption of 
the report, Committee Member Faddis, 
of Pa., moved instead to send the bill 
back to conference, with instructions to 
take out the class B amendment and to 
make the bill temporary. 

The motion to recommit was lost 38-318 





on a recorded vote. Final approval then 
came also on a recorded vote, 363 to 0. 
Although no person voted against the 
bill, Representative Faddis abstained 
from voting on the ground that he could 


not support the bill in its present form. ° 


Urges Rejection of Report 

Debate on the bill was opened by Mr. 
Faddis, who declared, “I believe that in 
legislation of this kind, or, indeed, in 
legislation of any kind, no provision 
should be inserted which increases the 
pay of officers who were dismissed from 
the Army because of the findings of a 
class B board. .. . Because of a lobby on 
the part of these men who have been 
dismisssed on account of the findings of 
a class B board, the pay of something 
like 125 of them has been incveased an 
average of more than 100 a month. It is 
something to which they are not en; 
titled; it is something which this nation 
does not owe them; it is something 
which this committee wants rejected, but 
because of the continuance and existence 
of this lobby it has been placed in the 
bill again. 

“There is no reason why today when 
we are in war we should write perma- 
nent legislation in regard to a pay Dill 
any more than we should write perma- 
nent legislation in any other respect.” 

Representative Kilday, of Tex., stated 
that “these are the only 121 retired 
World War officers to whom you are re- 
fusing to give 75 per cent of their pay.” 

Action of the House “within five 
minutes” of striking out the class B pro- 
vision and then adopting the Maas 
amendment “in which you say that here- 
after any officer who served in the World 
War and is retired shall receive not less 
than 75 per cent of his pay” was “ridicu- 
lous,” he said. 

Representative Martin, of Iowa, de- 
clared that the class B officers “say they 
want equality with other officers, but 
they are asking more retired pay for 
length of service than any other officer 
can get under our laws except for phy- 
sical disability. They want 75 per cent 
for an average of 15 years’ service.” The 
World War officers now being retired, 
he reminded, “have now more than 25 
years’ average length of service.”

take place at the end of future fiscal 
years. 

The Navy’s reason for attempting to 
get rid of this group was described by 
Secretary Knox as, “In order to complete 
the administration of the action of the 
last selection boards and to preserve cer- 
tain existing limitations in rank.” 

The amendment to prohibit promotion 
of officers of the Dental or Chaplains 
Corps above the rank of captain was not 
proposed by the Department witnesses 
and was not adopted. 

Two other amendments were adopted 
by the committee. One clarifies the right 
of staff corps admirals to be promoted to 
the upper half of the rear admiral list 
as their line running mates are pushed 
up by new appointments of temporary 
rear admirals. The bill provides that for 


every two temporary rear admirals 
named, one senior permanent rear ad 
miral of the lower half shall advance 


to the upper half and shall not thereafter 
be subject to removal from that grade 
regardless of any future changes in the 
number of rear admirals. 

Another amendment gives the Secre 
tary of the Navy discretion as to the ad- 
vancement of those already eligible for 
promotion by reason of selection. The 
bill provides that on the date of its ap- 
proval those already selected who have 
not yet made their numbers shall be im- 
mediately advanced. The amendment 
places such advancement within the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary. 

Testimony disclosed that, of 1,718 re- 





tired officers recalled to active duty, 574 
have been temporarily promoted, while of 
about 15,000 active list line and staff of- 


ficers, 2,669 have been temporarily pro- . 


moted, 21 of whom were advanced for 
conduct in action. Recommendations for 
temporary promotions of approximately 
4,000 junior officers are now pending. 

Mr. Vinson stated temporary promo/ 
tions did not go far enough into the ranks, 
and bring up junior officers who have use 
and new ideas. 

It was revealed that six or seven offi- 
cers passed over by Selection Boards 
have been decorated for conduct in ac- 
tion. “Where the human equation enters,” 
said Mr. Vinson, “you are liable to have 
errors.” 


During the hearings both Chairman 
Vinson and Rear Adm. Randall Jacobs, 
Chief of Naval Personnel, expressed ap- 
proval of a bill recently introduced by 
Rep. Cole, of N. Y., which would give 
submarine officers the same additional 
pay—50 per cent—as is now given flying 
officers. Admiral Jacobs stated that the 
bill was now being studied in the De 
partment. 

Following is the letter of Secretary of 
the Navy Knox to Chairman Vinson, ex- 
plaining the bill, endorsing it, and sug- 
gesting amendments: 

“The bill H.R, 7160 ‘To provide for the bet- 
ter administration of officer personnel of the 
Navy during the existing war and for other 
purposes,’ was referred to the Navy Depart 
ment by your committee with request for its 
views and recommendation, 

“The principal purpose of the bill is to sus- 
pend permanent promotions in the naval ser- 
vice during the present war and for a stated 
period thereafter. 

“More specifically, the proposed legislation 
provides for the suspension of laws govern- 
ing permanent promotions in the Navy and 
Marine Corps during the continuance of the 
existing war and until 30 June of the fiscal 
year following that in which such war is 
terminated. It preserves, however, the right 
to permanent promotions of all officers who 
have been recommended for permanent pro- 
motion or advancement by the approved re- 
port of a selection board on the date of the 
approval of this Act. The bill contains ap- 
propriate provisions to insure that the 
proper number of officers of the rank of rear 
admiral became entitled to the pay of the 
upper half. 

“Tt also preserves the rights of staff offi- 
cers, reserve aviators, and Naval Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps graduates to ap- 
pointments and transfers to the regular 
Navy. In certain cases, where necessary, the 
precedence of officers under the temporary 
selection procedure is provided for and clari- 
fied, There is a special provision preserving 
promotion rights where under war condi- 
tions the loss of records and unavailability 
of officers to execute formal papers is prob- 
able. 


“The temporary promotion law (Public 
Law 188, 77th Congress) will be affected by 
the enactment of the proposed bill and it is 
amended so as to require temporary promo 
tion by selection only. The temporary pro 
motion law is also extended in time so as to 
parallel the proposed bill in that respect, 

“The operating conditions during the pres- 
ent war have demonstrated the impractica 
bility and inadvisability of attempting to 
continue to administer the present officer 
personnel law with respect to permanent pro- 
motions and involuntary retirements or dis- 
charges because of the necessity of, with- 
drawing officers from sea duty to serve as 
members of selection boards, as well as the 
practical impossibility of making determina- 
tions of correct legal distribution of officers 
in grades and of the dates upon which vacan- 
cies in grade may occur. Many factors in- 
volved in permanent promotion are impos- 
sible of determination under war conditions. 


“In order to insure application of the Act 
to the Marine Corps and retirement rights to 
Marine Corps officers similar to those afford- 
ed naval officers, the following amendments 
to the proposed bill are recommended: 

“Amend the title to read: ‘To provide for 
the better administration of officer person- 
nel of the Navy and Marine Corps during 
the existing law, and for other purposes.’ 

“Section 6, page 5 of the bill, in line 4, 
after the words ‘vice admiral’ insert the 
words (and any officer of the Regular Ma- 
rine Corps below the rank of lieutenant 
general,’ 

“In order to complete the administration 
of the action of the last selection boards and 
to preserve certain existing limitations in 
amendments 


rank, the following additional 
are recommended: 

“Section 1, change the period at the end 
to a colon and add: ‘And provided further, 
That nothing in this Act shall preclude the 
honorable discharge of any officer in accord-

7160, amended as suggested. 

“The Navy Department has been adyige 
by the Bureau of the Budget that there wouy 
be no objection to the submission of thig pe 
ommendation,”

A proposal by Representative Ander. 
sen, of Minn., that the government isste 
$5,000 in National Service Life Insurance 
to every man was ruled out as not ger 
mane to the subject of the bill. A similar 
proposal was considered in the Senate, 
but it was learned that the present pre 
miums paid on insurance are only a fifth 
of the actual cost of the policy, and that 
the free insurance might cost the gover 
ment $25,000,000,000., 








“This bill,” explained Representative 
Thomason, of Tex., manager of the meas 
ure, “covers every enlisted man in the 
service, whether a Regular soldier, a Ne 
tional Guardsman or an inductee. It doe 
not include commissioned officers, [Or e> 
listed men of first three grades—Editer, 
Up to this time the relative percentage of 
inductees with dependents has been very 
small, and certainly it is to be hoped that 
the war situation may improve so that 
not too many inductees will be called whe 
have dependents. But that is the real 
justification for this law,” 

Representative Curtis, of Nebr., asked 
if two sons in the service could make om 
joint allotment of $22, stating, “It is @& 
tirely reasonable that the one allowane 
would be all that the parent should have” 

Mr. Thomason replied that the depart 
ments were given authority in the bill ® 
cover “cases like the gentleman has just 
mentioned.” 

Representative Edmiston called atte 
tion to the statement of the Military At 
fairs Committee that it “is cognizant of 
the fact that the amounts set forth in this 
bill may not be wholly adequate in all 
instances, 

“However, it is in full accord with the 
views expregsed by Maj. Gen. Lewis B 
Hershey, Director of the Selective Ser 
vice System, in hearings before the com 
mittee, that said amounts should not be 
wholly adequate. Your committee believes 
that it would be injurious to the welfare 
of our country to have local draft boards 
feel that men with families can be freely 
inducted into the armed services.” 

Mr. Edmiston also made a plea for 
adoption of Title II of the Senate Dill 
which orders Selective Service to pre 
scribe induction of men in order of fam 
ily status—first single men, then those 
married after the passage of the draft 
act and its various amendments, thet 
men with varying number of dependents 

The House adopted an amendment pro 
viding the allowances shall be payable 0?

A proposal to permit men to allot ve 
than $22 was rejected when it was pointe 
out that such a system would leave — 
draft boards uncertain of the degree d 
assistance dependents of men indactet 
would receive. 
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
